I would very much appreciate getting a clear, readable copy of the schematic 
for an NC-100 receiver. The later model with an S-meter and a noise limiter 
is the one I particularly need. 


A friend gave me an NC-101X that I am trying to save. It came with no 
tubes, and it is quite apparent that several modifications have been made 
that include changing several of the tube types. The RF amplifier has been 
rewired to use either a 6SK7 or a 6SG7 from the looks of the socket. I'm 
not sure just what has been done to the second detector and noise limiter 
that originally used a 6C8G, but the filaments on that socket have been 
rewired to pins 1 and 2. Also a 6C4 has been added under the chassis next 
to the 6C8G socket. I suspect that some type of product detector was 
installed here, but because I'm not sure what kind of tube was used it's 
hard to be sure. To make it even more interesting the crystal filter was 
removed and a lattice filter made from FT-241 crystals was put in its place. 


I've pretty much decided to strip out whatever is in the second-detector, 
noise-limiter area and re-wire it per the original schematic. I have a 
schematic and a parts list, but the schematic is very blurry, to the point 
where the fine print showing the values of the individual resistors and 
capacitors is not easily readable. If I had a schematic of the AC Operated 
NC-100A it would make my job easier. 


I would appreciate any help you guys could give.

Any diode that I have read is colour coded like a resistor with the bands 
at the cathode end. The colours are the numeric part of the 1N number so a 
1N914 would be white brown yellow.

The age old "jingle" for remembering the 
color code is: 

"Bad Boys Rape Our Young Girls, But Violet Gives Willingly. 

Gold is more valuble than Silver." 

First letter alludes to correct color name: Black, Brown, Red, 

Orange, Yellow, Green, Blue, Violet, Gray, White. 

Resistors are usually 4 bands or 3. first two bands are significant 
figures, 3rd band number of zeros. If 3rd band is Silver divide by 100, 
if Gold divide by 10. 4th band tolerance Gold=5%, Silver=10% 

no band=20%. Some of the later 1% resistors have more bands. 

The newer blue bodied resistors have "red" 4th band denoting 2%. 

In the old postage stamp mica caps, you are in a different and confusing 
world! Too many variations! Color code the same but the arrangements 
are different! Best thing to sort them out (for sure) is a bridge or 
Capacitance meter. Most modern LATE capacitors using "micro 

printing" and must be read with a magnifier!! (Especially us old 
Pharts!) I have NO IDEA about the SMD parts, but then, we 

don't find SMD parts in boatanchors do we?

The real story (directly from Don Merten K2AAA who owned Eldico until he 
sold the firm to REL about the time the Eldico Twins were produced is as 
follows. Eldico received an RFP (as did several other companies including 
EAC, Hallicrafters, and Lionel) to build a complete system for the many MARS 
stations around the world. Eldico won the contract. There was little 
Collins could do as the design specs came from DOD. Collins did try to 
derail any sales outside the contract (private sales to hams etc). By the 
time the lawyers worked out a schedule the 1,500 units had been delivered 
and since Eldico did not make much on each sale only made a few extra units 
were manufactured. Collins gave up the case as by 1963 Heathkit was 


introducing their SB series and Drake was close behind with the R4/T4/TR3 
series also using the main bone of contention the PTO. 


Don used to cringe when someone called the Eldico System a Collins clone as 
DOD and Eldico was very innovative to create something that was 45% under 
the cost of the S line. Heath beat that of course by another 40 to 45%. 


I also own two KW-2000's which have been called the UK version of the KWM2. 
Mainly because they were installed at virtually every RAF and RCAF base 
around the world. 


All of the rigs have a different feel to them as I have used them all.

in. Gear that admittedly wasn't worth much to begin with is now little better 
than scrap because of poor storage. 


My opinion: if you can't properly protect it, then sell it, loan it, give it 
away; but don't let it ruin, just because you have nowhere to put it, (or your 
family objects to having it in the living quarters ... maybe you need a 
different family ...) and you're too lazy/distracted/uncaring to distribute it! 


I went to the extreme, and built a house with a full basement! I'd been buying 
ammo cans and transit cases, which I still use out in the shop, but you can't 
display the stuff that way, and you forget what you have! 


It's a problem, and it ain't gonna go away, unfortunately ... what happens to 
too many, is like getting RIF'ed from Zeerahx just before you can retire, and 
then you're hampered if not actually hamstrung in your options for locale and 
funding. (Is that sufficient euphemisms for being kicked in the gut and knifed 
in the back?!) 


Amerika - the land of WAY TOO MUCH STUFF! There's not much market for a General 
Radio 1617 Capacitance Bridge or a 1644A megohm bridge even in perfect condx, 
which these are far from!

The real story (directly from Don Merten K2AAA who owned Eldico until he 
sold the firm to REL about the time the Eldico Twins were produced is as 
follows. Eldico received an RFP (as did several other companies including 
EAC, Hallicrafters, and Lionel) to build a complete system for the many MARS 
stations around the world. Eldico won the contract. There was little 
Collins could do as the design specs came from DOD. Collins did try to 
derail any sales outside the contract (private sales to hams etc). By the 
time the lawyers worked out a schedule the 1,500 units had been delivered 
and since Eldico did not make much on each sale only made a few extra units 
were manufactured. Collins gave up the case as by 1963 Heathkit was 
introducing their SB series and Drake was close behind with the R4/T4/TR3 
series also using the main bone of contention the PTO. 


Don used to cringe when someone called the Eldico System a Collins clone as 
DOD and Eldico was very innovative to create something that was 45% under 
the cost of the S line. Heath beat that of course by another 40 to 45%. 

I also own two KW-2000's which have been called the UK version of the KWM2. 
Mainly because they were installed at virtually every RAF and RCAF base 
around the world. 


All of the rigs have a different feel to them as I have used them all.
